aked porcelain fused to gold is per- 
haps the best improvement in 
dental restorations developed in 
recent years. Not only is this mechan- 
ically sound, but the accuracy of fit of 
the prepared tooth 
provided by a metal 
casting and the aes- 
thetic quality of 
baked porcelain 
have given the most 
satisfactory restora- 
tions. Simple testing 
should overcome the 
doubts of those who 
are skeptical about 
the aesthetic quali- 
ties or the be- 
tween the fused porcelain and the metal. 
This can be accomplished experimentally 
by attempting to separate the porcelain 
from the metal or clinically by subjecting 
a few individual restorations to normal 
mastication. 
Materials used are: porcelain (popular

shades 65, 68, 81 N.H.); gold (melting 
range 2160°F. to 2240°F. with a Brinell 
hardness of 150) ; hydrofluoric acid; ox- 
ygen used in conjunction with natural 
gas for melting the gold; and an oven 
with a pyrometer. Although there are 
several types of gold and porcelain avail- 
able, it would be inadvisable to inter- 
change them because of the variance in 
the coefficient of expansion of metal and 
porcelain for each series. 

Before fusing porcelain powders to a 
gold restoration, certain principles should 
be observed. Tooth preparation is essen- 
tially the same as for the jacket or the 
full cast veneer crown. Making of indi- 
vidual metal dies of the prepared teeth is 
advisable. For multiple bridge restora- 
tions use cast transfer copings to obtain 
the correct positioning of the dies in the 
impression for the making of the master 
casts. Copings also provide an important 
check of the preparation, die, and length 
of the restoration in the gingival sulcus. 
With the aid of a facebow and check 
bites, master casts can be properly ori- 
ented to the articulator. Wax-up and 
casting of gold copings for individual 
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jacket crowns usually cover the entire 
shoulder ; after the crown is completed, no 
metal should be visible except near-the 
_ gingiva on the lingual surface. Wax-up 
and casting of the full cast veneer crown 
are similar to that for acrylic veneers. 
One notable exception in wax-up is that 
no retention loops or undercuts are nec- 
essary when using baked porcelain ve- 
neers. Several investments on the market 
provide satisfactory means of obtaining 
smooth and good dimensional castings. 
A note of caution—be absolutely certain 
that no perforations exist prior to fusing 
porcelain to gold. 

In selecting the type of restoration to 
be made for a particular patient the oc- 
cupation, age, and sex of the patient 
should be considered. Obviously, for 
younger patients and women, the display 
of gold should be avoided. However, pa- 
tients past fifty, especially men with 
strong bites, require more durable restora- 
tions. This does not mean that aesthetics 
must be ignored. In these instances, the 
restorations may show metal lines, but 
still possess aesthetic qualities. The oc- 
cluding contacting surfaces should be of 
metal because many patients subject por- 
celain contacting surfaces on bicuspids 
and molars to frequent fracture. How- 
ever, individual anterior or posterior 
crowns are a matter of choice since the 
cost in terms of time and materials in case 
of breakage is not so great as for a multi- 
unit restoration. _ 

Casting can be done in the usual man- 
ner except that oxygen should be used in 
conjunction with gas for melting the gold. 
Upon completion of the casting it is fitted 
to the die and all margins properly fin- 
ished. For cleansing place the casting in 
hydrofluoric acid overnight. The acid re- 
moves all surface impurities and thus pre- 
pares the surface for a proper bond with 
the opaque porcelain. Following the re- 
moval of the casting from the hydro- 
fluoric acid, it should be rinsed with tap 
water and placed in an oven to 1800°F. 
for 15 minutes. While the casting is being 
allowed to cool, care should be exercised 
in order not to contaminate the surfaces 
to which opaque porcelain will be ap- 
plied. Since the opaque porcelain forms

the actual bond between the baked por- 
celain and the metal and bears directly 
on the color of the finished restoration, 
great caution should be exercised in this 
critical process. The proper adjustment 
of the pyrometer of the oven is advisable. 
Sample bakes of porcelains for color and 
fusing point accuracy is necessary. 

To successfully opaque the gold, two 
stages are recommended. First, apply a 
thin layer of opaque porcelain to the 
metal and fire in an oven at 1800°F. for 
one-half (4%) minute. Second, apply a 
liberal thickness of the same material to 
all margins in order to completely mask 
the gold and replace in the oven and fire 
at 1800°F. for another one-half (12) 
minute. Following cooling, apply the cor- 
responding gingival and incisal porce- 
lains, replace in oven, and bring to a fus- 
ing point of 1760°F. for one-half (12) 
minute. When again cooled, excess porce- 
lain should be removed by grinding and 
anatomical characterization developed; 
remove all particles of porcelain dust by 
cleansing with soap and water. Dry the 
surface with compressed air and rub dry 
gingival or incisal porcelain powder with 
clean gauze in any pores if present. The 
final firing should be at 1760°F. for one- 
half (Y%) minute following which the 
restoration can be gradually cooled. After 
the final firing the metal can be polished 
in preparation for cementation. 

For bridgework where pontics are in- 
dicated two methods may be employed. 
In the first case, the entire gold frame- 
work (2160°F. to 2240°F. melting range) 
can be assembled prior to the application 
of the baked porcelains as previously de- 
scribed. In the second case, use a com- 
bination of full cast veneer crowns 
(2160°F. to 2240°F.) and pontics used 
with regular gold melting range (1740°F. 
to 1850°F.). In the latter case the porce- 
lain veneer crowns are completed to the 
desired shape and shade upon completion 
of baking. Pontics can be made with 
trupontic or pin facings. Before investing 
the sections of the bridge for soldering, 
cover the porcelain of the veneer crowns 
with platinum foil in order to prevent

her doors to her first Dental Assistants’ Educational Program. Dr. Harold 
Metcalf, Superintendent and Mr. Albert Martin, Dean, will meet, greet, and wel- 


come this first class . 


. fifteen future “college-educated” dental assistants. 


. As they say in The . 


The Wallace House will be the home of the Dental Assistants Educational Cen- 
ter. It will offer the necessary physical facilities conducive to getting a good educa- 
tion in dental assisting. 

One large room will house two complete deceal set-ups: one in the conventional 
style, the other in the time-and-motion concept. This room will be known as the 
demonstration area. The student will learn all operative procedures plus the use of 
evacuating systems; and how to work WITH the dentist. 

The second room will be set in class-room style: tables and chairs plus black- 
boards and teacher’s podium. Here the formal lectures plus the informal seminars 
plus the laboratory procedures in dental anatomy and dental materials will take 
place. 

The third room will house the casting area: the plaster and stone corner: 
model trimming space: a corner for pumice and polish; plus a sterilizing area. 

The fourth room will simulate a reception room plus a dental business office. 

The course will take place from early September to early June. The student will 
be given daily instruction from 8:30 to 4:00. Dr. Myron Bardige will be the Director 


of the program. He will be assisted by Dr. John ste Mrs. Eleanor Wild, CDA, and ~

discoloration and to protect the glaze of 
the porcelain. An 18K gold solder with 
gas and air can be used for the soldering 
operation. Slowly heat the case in an 
oven to.1150°F. before applying the 
blowtorch. Solder in an oven or on a sol- 
dering block. When complete, allow five 
(5) minutes cooling in oven. Then, in 
order to insure slow cooling of the case 
and to keep air from it, place in a bowl 
of dry plaster.making certain that the 
case is completely covered. Allow the case 
to cool thoroughly before continuing with 
the removal of the investment. In order 
to remove oxidation of the gold, place 
the restoration in fresh muriatic acid for 
fifteen minutes. Final polishing of the 
gold should be done before inserting the 
case in the mouth. 

These restorations have been placed 
and observed for a period of three years 
and the results have been most gratifying. 
Unsatisfactory results may occur if usual 
precautions are not observed. These in- 
clude poor tooth preparation, improper 
impressions, poor design of the restora- 
tion, and mishandling of the technical 
procedures involved. 

While there is still much to be learned 
with further research and clinical appli- 
cation of baked porcelain fused to gold, 
we are nevertheless able to produce a bet- 
ter restoration than was possible previ- 
ously. In every respect, most notably 
mechanically and aesthetically, a superior 
restoration has been achieved.

FLOATING CLASP 


The mechanical engineering principle of this integral casting is 
the creation of a micrometric free-space chamber around the 
clasp member within the casting itself. The movable clasp—once 
seated on the tooth—becomes a fixed retainer of the case; the 
clasp member's extension arm, however, moves in the micrometric 
free-space chamber. This enables universal movement of the 
saddle regardless of the direction of leverage applied. The clasp 
remains independent of the saddle's movement—the clasp never 
moves—therefore, it cannot bear strain or torque on abutment 
teeth.
